The prior art and reference cited on the IDS, filed 4/26/07, do not teach or suggest the the 
isolated nucleic acid encoding an isolated mammalian anti-dual integrin antibody comprising (i) 
all of the heavy chain CDR amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NOS: I, 2, and 3; and (ii) all of the 
light chain CDR amino acids sequences of SEQ ID NOS: 4, 5, and 6. An isolated nucleic acid 
encoding a human monoclonal antibody comprising human heavy chain and human light chain 
variable regions comprising the amino acid sequences shown in SEQ ID NO: 7 and SEQ ID NO: 
8, respectively. 



4. Claims 24-28 and 102-1 10 are allowed.
